In the instant case the product could be made by processes other 
than that set forth in Group I. For instance the capacitor feedthrough conductor in the 
product need not be crimped to the coupling member as per claim 34 and as per claims 
38,40 the feedthrough conductor could be fed through the insert before the insert was 
placed in the wall. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
